VANCOUVER GETS GOOD RESULTS 

Vancouver papers note with satisfac- 
tion that the new radio-equipped cars, 
with which the police force of that scat- 
tered city have been provided, are giving 
a good account of themselves. The cars 
being in constant touch with headquarters, 
no time is lost in getting the force in all 
parts of the city into action when a crime 
is reported. Lawbreakers have a corres- 
pondingly lessened chance of making their 
escape and giving the police a long and 
perhaps bootless chase. 

This will be interesting to Edmonton 
taxpayers, who said by vote they were not 
convinced that radio-equipment would be 
worth the cost as a means of increasing 
the efficiency of Edmonton's police force. 
This, too is a scattered city, and the force 
necessarily small in relation to the terri- 
tory to be covered. Wherever these con- 
ditions exist there is need of the quickest 
possible means of communication between 
headquarters and the men on duty on the 
Streets. 

ALBERTA IN SECOND PLACE 

Quebec must look to its laurels, Brit- 
ish Columbia led the provinces during the 
last decade in growth of population, 
registering a rate of gain of more than 31 
per cent, nearly a one-third increase. Al- 
berta came second with 23 per cent gain, 
upwards of one-quarter increase. 

It may be something more than coin- 
cidence that the eastern provinces, which 
show a relatively moderate gain in popu- 
lation, are also the provinces in which 
unemployment has been less in proportion 
to the total than in the western provinces 
where the increase was more marked, The 
influx into the west during the years 1927 
to 1929 was in large measure responsible 
for the surplus labor found in this part 
of the Dominion when conditions changed. 

Asaresult of the census showing, 
Alberta is entitled to another member in 
parliament, and British Columbia to two 
more. It is to be supposed the new Alberta 
constituency will be established in the 
section of the province where growth of 
population has been most rapid and where 
circumstances promise the heaviest in- 
crease during the next decade, that is in 
northern Alberta. 


Canadians are being admonished to 
give all the moral support they can to the 
coming conference at Geneva, when an- 
other attempt is to be made to set bounds 
to the growth of armament, or to even 
bring about an actual reduction of arma- 
ment, by international agreement. That is 
all very proper. The conference deserves 
and will need all the backing it can get. 
The objective is a matter of world import- 
ance, and the prospect of success is none 
too rosy. 

In the addresses which a permanent 
official of the League of Nations has been 
delivering in western Canada for this pur- 
pose, the accusation is made that Canada 
is largely responsible for the League hav- 
ing been deprived of power to enforce 
treaties and pacts, and to thus compel 
peace, This is quite true. The original 
scheme was that the League should func- 
tion as a super-authority, with the right 
to call upon member nations to use their 
economic power, or their military power if 
necessary, to bring a rebellious member to 
time and enforce the keeping of obliga- 
tions. 

While the League maintained that pre- 
sumed character, there was not a ghost of 
a possibility that the United States would 
join it. Unless the United States joined it, 
this mandatory authority of the League 
could amount to little or nothing. In hope 
of removing the obstacle and _ bringing 
the United States into the League, Can- 
ada’s representatives took an active and 
successful part in securing the deflation 
of the objectionable Clause X. That un- 
doubtedly deprived the League of any 
claim to be an international “boss,” and 
reduced it to the status of a clearing 
house of international opinion and an or- 
gan of international influence, 

But before they admit that in doing 
this Canada did anything that was either 
unwise or culpable, Canadians are entitled 
to ask: What is the alternative? If the 
League were to function as an enforcer of 
treaties, that means in substance that 
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“The Son of man is come to save that which was lost.” -«« ««.

the League must underwrite the map of 
urope as it was redrawn at the close of 
the great war, and guarantee to preserve 
the territorial integrity of the European 
countries they stood after that re- 
drafting had been done, 

Are Canadians prepared to take on 
that responsibility, and to back it with a 
pledge to make good the existing map, on 
the battlefield if that should become nec- 
essary? Emphatically not. It is not 
worth, to Canada, the life of one Canadian 
soldier to guarantee that Rumania shall 
keep the territory it took from Hungary, 
or that millions of Ukrainians shall live for 
all time under Polish rule, or that Turkey 
shall continue to hold Constantinople for- 
ever. Yet these are things Canada would 
be pledged to maintain at the cost of the 
lives of its sons if the League had been 
given the impossible task that was intend- 
ed to be imposed upon it when it was 
created, 

If in recalling the part that Canada 
played in changing the nature and status 
of the League there is a hint that some 
attempt is to be made at Geneva to re- 
verse the current of evolution and to es- 
tablish the League as over-lord and keep- 
er of Europe, it will be quite useless to ad- 
monish Canadians to give their support to 
any such scheme. Canada would not take 
orders from Geneva that it send an army 
to Europe to preserve all the curious and 
misplaced boundary lines that were drawn 
on the map of that continent at Versailles.

While it is 
executing its plan to equip Russia 
with factories capable of manufactur- 
ing products on the monster scale, 
inventors all over the world are de- 
veloping new products, new machines, 
and new processes which are render- 
ing the factories upon which Rursia 
is lavishing so much sacrificia] labor 
obsolete. It is very possible by the 
time Russia has finished its present 
factories, educated the technicians 
needed to run them, and frained a 
sufficient number of operatives to 
work in them, that inventors may 
have enabled the capitalistic nations 
to produce much more economically 
newer and probably more desirable 
products than those for which 
Russia's factories are being equipped.” 

This will, I think, almost inevitably 
happen 

Then Russia will face the problem 
of scrapping machinery and reorgan- 
izing her process fust as the capital- 
istic nations have faced it, but in the 
phase of rigid planning she will have 
thrown a damper on that ceaseless 
inventiveness and change that mark 
the excessively individualistic nations.

ALBERTA TURKEY 
SUPPLY IS AMPLE’ 


Needs Will be Taken Care 
of by Local Producers 


Indications are that Alberta's 
Christmas needs in the way of turkey 
will be more than taken care of by 
domestic producers, according to of- 
ficials of the agriculture department, 

Not only will the domestic and 
loca] shipping markets be supplied, 
but there will be available a large 
humber for shipment to other points. 

The winning of the grand cham- 
pionship in turkeys at the recent Royal 
Winter Fair at Toronto has sent the 
stock of Alberta birds soaring and 
many orders are being received for 
supplies from outside points. 

In addition, breeding turkey stock 
has been shipped from this province 
to Jamaica, Saskatchewan, British 
Columb‘a, Manitoba and Ontario, 

Fourteen years ago Alberta had a 
turkey popwation of 159,000, valued 
at $350,000, and today this popula- 
tion has increased to 614,000, valued 
at $1,136,000. 

The well won honors of Alberta tur- 
keys are the result of a considered 
policy. This provincs was the first 
fo announce publicly, by means of 
sales catalogues, the government in- 
spected and banded breeding stock for 
sale, In addition this province start- 
ed the Record of Merit plan by which 
approval of birds was given after in- 
spection and investigation, a plan 
which since has been adopted by other 
provinces as well as the states of 
Idaho and Montana,

“Those who come to the city from 
outside points will just have to keep 
on going. Similar relief to that given 
in the city is being handed out in 
other parts of the province, and 
there is no reason for the transients 
to make Edmonton their headquarters. 
They come here because they believe 
that more consideration will be given 
them, and as a result the city is being 
penalized,” said Mayor Knott. | 

He added that the city could not 
afford to provide further relief for 
these men, because it had come to the | 
end of its resources in this connection. 
“Edmonton is declining to deal with 
the transients,” he averred. 

Referring to the proposed closing 
down by the Dominion government of 
the relief camp at Elk Island park, 
federal property, the mayor pointed | 
out it would mean that approximately 
100 ex-service men would be forced} 
to return to the city. It is proposed to 
close down the camp in a day or two} 
owing to the fact that the appropria- 
tion for this work has been exhausted 

“There is sufficient work in the 
park to keep the men working for the 
rest of the winter. Some effort should | 
be made by the Dominion authorities | 
to continue this work, as it will work 
a hardsh’> on the city if the camp is | 
closed down,” declared Mayor Knott. 

Commissioners have forwarded a 
communication to federal officials | 
protesting against the cessation of | 
operations in the park.
